TruinanO.K.'s 
Rent Control 
To March 31 


Washington. Dec. 20 — (AP) — 


President Truman today signed 
legislation extending existing rent 
controls to March 31, 1951. 


The 90-day extension was voted 


by congress at Truman's request. 
The idea is to give the incoming 
congress time to review the na- 
tional housing ictuie in the light 
of changed conditions created by 
the defense emergency. 


Without the interim extension, 


rent controls would have expired 
Dec. 31 except in those commu- 
nities acting to retain them until 
June 30. 


The extension signed by Truman 


also simplifies decontrol procedure. 


It provides that a municipality 


may abolish controls by a simple 
resolution of its city council. This 
provision stemmed from a decon- 
trol controversy arising out of an 
action of the Los Angeles city 
council. 


In the Los Angeles dispute, the 


courts held that a simple council 
resolution did not conform with 
legislative requirements set forth 
by the city charter. It was held 
that rent decontrol was no differ- 
ent than a city ordinance, and 
should have taken the same legis- 
lative course.

Isolationism a Thing: of the Past 
o 


Everybody is now talking about what the next congress 


wfll do and will not do. And its possible attitudes on foreign 
policy and related matters are naturally high on the list of 
discussed topics. 


One thing is certain—isolationism, in the full sense of 


the word, made no gains at the last election. In fact, there 
are almost no real isolationists in congress any more. A 
true isolationist policy would have us withdraw from the 
UN, drop Europe like a hot potato, hole in here at home and 
say to the world. "A pox on all your countries." That was 
just about what happened after World War I, when Wood- 
row Wilson failed in his gallant fight to bring us into the old 
League of Nations. No one argues for such a policy any 
longer. To take an outstanding example. Senator Taft—who 
wfil lead the coalition of Republicans and conservative Demo- 
crats that will dominate the senate, and who will be the most 
powerful individual in congress—was once an isoiationist. 
•But recently he said, in effect, that no intelligent man could 
be one in todays world. 


However, this does not mean that the next congress is 


*pt to write blank checks for all tie proposals that wfll be 
made in the name of western security and world peace. The 
so-called bi-partisan foreign policy is dead—in fact, it never 
worked very well, and it may be that it was basically un- 
workable. The chances are that Marshall Plan aid will be 
sharply reduced, in the belief that the participating nations 
are notf able, if they will, to carry more and more of the load 
themselves. And appropriation bflls of a military nature will 
be sharply scrutinized. 


There is a strong feeling—throughout the country, no 
less than in congress—that in the postwar period we did not 
get full value for all the billions of dollars we spent on the 
military. The Hoover commission estimated that sheer waste 
in the Department of Defense ran to $1,000,000.000 a year 
and some think this a low figure, Moreo\-er the terrible 
course of events in Korea has raised a strong question, 
rightly or wrongly, as to whether our defense chiefs, both 
military and civilian, are as wise as they might be. The 
next congress will look on all defense measures, existing and 
proposed, with a very critical eye. 


It will be most critical in regard to the state department. 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson has said that the election 
will not change our foreign policy, and that he has no inten- 
tion of resigning. Mr. Truman has intimated as much. How- 
ever, it should be remembered that only a short time before 
Secretary of Defense Johnson was dismissed the president 
said flatly he would not be dropped from the cabinet. It is 
believed in many quuarters. Democratic as well as Repub- 
lican, that Mr. Acheson will have to go. and that the last 
election did indicate a lack of confidence in him, his depart- 
ment, and his policies. 


In foreign policy and national defense, as in other mat- 
ters, the administration will no longer have its own way un- 
challenged. 


Hiss Faces His Last Chance 


Only the Supreme Court stands between Alger Hiss and 
prison. A federal appeals court upheld unanimously his con- 
viction for perjury in connection with alleged espionage ac- 
tivities for Russia in the 1930's. 


The appellate judges found that there was sufficient in- 


dependent evidence to support the broad charges made 
against Hiss by Whittaker Chambers. Chambers was vigor- 
ously attacked by Hiss as a witness who could not be be- 
lieved, but the appeals court suggested that it was not un- 
reasonable for the jury to believe his story—as it apparently 
did. 


The court fastened on one aspect of the case which 


seemed to get too little attention during the two trials: the 
patently false performance of Hiss in identifying Chambers 
by his teeth and voice after previously saying—while looking 
at bis picture—that he didn't know him.

tie motion picture industry as puniEhmeat for giving testimony 
against the Communist treachery at the 1947 hear- 
ing* of the committee on un-American activities. 
Jim never knew whoa* hand plunged the knife into 
his back. He was tried in absentia, knowing 
neither tie charge nor the name of his accuser, 
and. after some remote negotiations with the se- 
cret terror, contact was broken and be was done 
for. 
Meanwhile, actors, writers, producers and 


others implicated in the treason have gone on to 
greater wealth and renown. The motion picture 
industry professes to have cleaned house bat has 
done nothing of the kind.

ship a few years ago whea he decided that organization WES neces- 
sary to wage the counterattack.

of the American Legion which 
was -held in Hollywood under a 
promise by the movie industry 
to finance a great show in the 
Hollywood bowl. Jim was a po- 
litical outcast cf the movie indus- 
try and his script was ruled out. 
One man even had the effrontery 
to propose that Edward G. Rob- 
inson. the movie actor who had 
been so mockingly defiant whea 
Jim was fighting the Reds, should 
be selected for a leading part 
in the patriotic production undsr 
Legion auspices. He was told, 
however, that Robinson never 
would be allowed to use the Le- 
gion to clear his skirts. 


You might savor the^beauty of 
Jim's devotion, to Ms country by 
reading these few samples of an 
oration written by Jim and de- 
livered at the pageant by Father 
Edward Carney, of Lawrence, 
Mass., the national chaplain of 
the Legion:

Natural Gas 
Demands Now 
Being Probed 


Washington, Dec. 20—(AP) — 


Deliveries of natural gas by Pan- 
handle Eastern Pipeline company 
on days when demand exceeds 
supgly again are under federal 
regulation. 


The Power Commission said its 


order, effective today, allows in- 
dustrial users generally about the 
same amount of gas as last winter 
but that some consumers are elig- 
ible for slightly more. The order is 
effective until May 1, 1951 in Illi- 
nois qnd several other states serv- 
ed by the company. 


A commission spokesman, ex- 


plained that customers who get 
only part of their supply from the 
Panhandle System will be eligible 
for their full contract volumes 
when curtailment rules are in 
effect on cold days. But at the 
same time, customers who obtain 
all their supply from the company 
will be placed on an allotment 
system. 


The allotments will be fixed on 


the basis of requirements in previ- 
ous years but with, allowances for 
recent news business. 


Panhandle had told the com- 


mission there was no need for 
regulation in the 1950-51 season. 
But the commission said evidence 
showed the company's delivery 
capacity at 70,000,000 cubic below 
customer-estimated demands on 
days of zero degree weather. 


Company spokesmen said the 


customers had overstated their 
needs and that Panhandle is cap- 
able of increasing temporarily Its 
capacity over designed rating In 
emergency situations-

Two other theories on Dee's de- 


cision to move here involve George 
Allen, former head of the RFC, 
White House intimate and better 
known as President 
Truman's 


court jester. Allen, it is revealed, 
arranged the whole deal, and in 
fact, persuaded the general to se- 
lect this site. Allen bought a 
small farm a few miles from the 
Eisenhower place a year ago. 


This might mean, they say, that 


neat but not fancy and not 
equipped for much entertaining, 
the very cagey Allen is trying to 
woo the general into the Demo- 
cratic party ranks, or, convinced 
that Ike will make it as the Re- 
publican candidate, is sticking 
very close to him.

The whole area is among the 


best farm land of the nation. Sale 
price to the general was about 
S40.000. which included 24 excel- 
lent Holstein cows, 600 chickens, 
a couple of pigs and a five-gaited 
riding horse. The house is a rnod- 
erniezd 100-year-old brick struc- 
ture with nine rooms and one bath. 
A huge barn and four smaller 
sheds are in the cluster of build- 
ings, which stand on a hill about 
ia the center of the 189-acre farm.

The best you can do is to 
make it fire resistant — a quality 
which makes it difficult, but not 
impossible, for a. fire to start. 


Set the tree in a stand havingf 


a container which can be filled™ 
with water or a solution of fire- 
resistant chemicals. 


Place the tree away from door- 


ways, radiators and fireplaces. 


Check tree-lighting sets before 


using for defectix-e plugs and bulb 
sockets, broken xvires, loose con- 
nections, frayed insulation,

sockets-

Halts Patrol 


In the small village beyond

Tne three countries have prepar- 


tt*ed similar notes to be dispatched 


shortly to the Kremlin. 


Big Three Approval 


The big three icreign ministers 


approved the notes last night. To- 
day the foreign ministers of Bel- 
gium, Luxembourg and The Neth- 
erlands got a look at them—more 
or less a gesture of international 
etiquette to the Benelux-nations, 
who, 
with Britain ,and France, 


A form the west European union. 


The representatives of these 


five nations today agreed to "re- 
organize" their joint military plan- 
ning set-uo to conform to the new 
international command established 
this week by the Atlantic powers. 


Their announcement indicated 


an end to the western union mili- 
tary headquarters at Fontaine- 
bleau under Field Marshal Vis- 
count Montgomery. A spokesman 
0 said, however, such a decision 


would be up to Gen. Dwight D. 
Elsenhower, the new commander 
of the international force the At- 
lantic nations hope to build to 
1,000,000 men by the end of 1953. 


Montgomery, reportedly,

become a deputy to Eisenhower. 


The Atlantic council's historic

but not to allow them to create a 
foreign ministry, or defense minis- 
try of their own—at least not for 
the moment.
